March of Dimes spokesmen 
explain that an estimated 80,000 
persons have been left handi- 
capped by polio, throughout the

Tle second objective of the 
campaign is to promote the wid- 
est possible use of the Salk 
vaccine, which was developed 
under March of Dimes sponsor- 
ship, and which has been proven

Coinmenting on the 16,000 
cases of polio reported in 1956, 
Basil O'Connor, president of the 
March of Dimes organization, 
Said: 


“We of the March of Dimes | 


are determined that 1957 shall 
not see a repetition of the polio 
record of 1956. Even so, we 
know there will be attacks of 
the discase, and we must pro- 
vide for the care of all who 
need it,” 

“We must also remember,” 
Mr. O'Connor added, “those per- 
sons for whom the vaccine came 
too late, When we give to the 
March of Dimes, we are helping 
those who need help and pro- 
tecting those who-don't.”
